Doylestown lost two estimable citizens 


last week. The first to pass away- was 
Isaiah J. Sellers, aged 57, a veteran of tht> 
Rebellion, who died wif.b heart disease on 
Tuesday morning. 
Tlr. Sellers was 


member of Durell's Battery, partly re- 
cruited in this county. He was a remark- 
ably brave soldier, participating in .many 
battles, and was finally wounded by a 
bullet from shrapnel shell that passed al- 
most through his body. In fact the sur- 
geons had regarded his wound as fatal, 
and only his woolen shirt saved him from 
bleeding to death until he received medi- 
cal aid. He remained in the army until 
his term of enlistment expired, going into 
the Invalid Corps after being wounded. 
He was buried on Saturday with military 
honors conducted by General Bodme Post 
of Doylestown, of which he was a mem- 
ber, and the Sons of Veterans. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and six children. 


The second death to occur was that of 


Lewis P. Worthington, former cashier 
of the Doylestown National Bank, and a 
prominent citizen which occurred. at 
his home on State street on Friday morn- 
ing after a protracted illness. Mr. Worth- 
ington, who was aged about 68 years, be- 
gan to fail in health several years ago, 
and was finally compelled to relinquish 
his position as cashier of the bank. 
His 


health continued to decline rapidly after 
that and his death was not unexpected.

A number of bills should have been ap- 
proved Monday evening, some of them be- 
ing for labor on streets and the mill race 
bridge. The men who have done the work 
doubtless need their wages and should be 
paid. It would be better for the two fac- 
tions to abandon the selection of the sev- 
enth councilman by mutual agreement 
rather than let the borough business suffer. 


In order to avoid trouble the school tax 


delinquents should attend to the payment 
of their taxes at once. There has been 
some foolish talk among some of them, 
the tenor of which has been that they do 
not intend to pay up. They may as well 
understand now as later that the inten- 
tion of the School Board is to enforce the 
law. Before the justice who has the col- 
lections in charge took the matter into 
hand he insisted that if the Board proceed- 
ed in the matter they must make up their 
minds to take no back track, but push the 
collections to thair legal limit. That lim- 
it, as some Bristol people can testify, is 
incarceration in Doylestown jail till the 
taxes are paid. It will be better in the 
long run for all concerned to drop bragga- 
docio and prepare to liquidate within the 
thirty days allowed by law.

THi: DEATH OP CADET BOOZ. 


from thl>< morning's New York Sun. 


The d jolaration of the auyiorltica'at 


West Pi int and of some of the high offi- 
cers of I he Regular army (hat there in 
nothing to investigate and that there will 
oe no investigation of tho alleged hazing 
of Oscai L. Booz, the former cadet at 
West Pi Int, who now lies dead as the re- 
sult, it IB alleged, of brutal treatment 
there, culls for repudiation by the Secre- 
tary of War. Indeed, a resolution for a 
CongresHional investigation of the circum- 
stances leading to young Booz'8 death has 
been Introduced by Representative Driggs, 
of New York, and will undoubtedly, in tho 
present ntote of public sentiment, pass 
nnaninu u«ly. 


This much, we believe, is unquestioned 


concerning this aad affair: Oscar L. Booz 
was admitted to the Military Academy 
from Pjnnsylvanid on June 20, 18SI8. 
He came home on October 81 of the same 
year, ha^ng voluntarily resigned. 
The 


cause he assigned was weak eyes; but he 
told his parents that the real reason was 
injuries teceived at the hande of his fei- 
low cadets. He found that a great deal 
of fist fighting took place among the ca- 
dets, and he had no desire to engage in it. 
This made him unpopular, BO that he was 
called "Bibles", and a subscription was 
passed a> ound at the Academy to buy him 
a copy of the Holy Scriptures. 
Finally 


it waa innisted that he should have a fight 
with a member of an upper class, a man 
much larger and stronger than himself. 
He brokt from the riftg of students when 
le mot bis antagonist, but was dragged 
back and forced to drink a mixture which, 
IB was afterward told, consisted of Wor- 
cester sauce and red pupper, and he had 
reason to believe, Tabasco sauce. 
Some 


of this mixture was thrown into his eyes 
nndinjuied his sight. Hot grease was 
nlso pored on his bare feet and a tooth 
knocked nut. His family physician and 
specialists in this city and Philadelphia 
discovered upon examination that 
the 


membrane of his throat had been blistered 
in some vay and that ulcers had developed 
thereon. Tuberculosis set in and from 
this the young man died last Monday 
night. He declined to tell his father the 
names of the cadets who ill-treated him. 


This statement was on Sunday given to 


a reports) -of the Herald by Col. Mills, the 
Superintendent of the Academy: 


1 n his Thanksgiving Day address at the 


union services in the Methodist Church, 
Rei. Dr. Alexander Alison, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church, made some serious 
charges, which, if true, should bo imme- 
diately Investigated, and the court's at- 
tention is hereby directed to the same. 
Dr Alison unequivocally states that there 
are thirty or forty "speak easieB" that dis- 
grat e the borough, and that he has the 
names and addresses of many of them in 
WB possession. Such being the case, it 
is Dr. Alston's duty as a good citizen to- 
place his evidence In the hands of the 
constables, and let prosecutions follow. 


Di. Alison's assertion that the munici- 


pal affairs of the borough are in the hands 
of H few demagogues and political bosses 
who assume to run the town to suit their 
own selfish purposes and promote their 
own personal interests is not taken ser- 
iously as it Is well known that there Is 
hantly another town of its size in the Uni- 
ted States that is BO free from the exercise 
of iH.litical bosslsm as is Bristol. Mem- 
bers of Council are nominated and elected 
on 11 e go-as-you-please plan without any 
Inti rference or dictation from political 
leaders whatever.

rel with a i adet and was called out to a persona! 
encounter. Be went outside the Academy to 
meet anotl er oailet In a fair fight, but when the 
crucial moment dime, I am told, he burst Into 
tears. His attitude was regarded as cowardly 
and unsold lerly. 


I do not f eel called upon to Inquire into an oc- 


currence or this kind 
There was nothing un- 


manly In a cadet's being called out to meet an- 
other In a personal encounter. We train men 
hero for thi army. They must grow up soldlerfc, 
and not coward*. They must stand ready to 
meet an enemy at a moment's notice, even in 
the knowledge that they are facing detoat 


On Monday night Col. Mills made a 


general statement to the newspapers: 


The manv statements made in the press ot the 


country, alleging that Oscar L Booz was a tro- 
oloutdy hared while he was a cadet at the Mili- 
tary Academy, to such nn extent that he IB now 
dying from Its effects, are untrue and ridiculous 
Ex-Cadet Booz was admitted to the Military 
Academy .lunf 20,1808, aim resigned Oct. 31, 
1908. He was on sick report but once, July 30, 
when be was excused from the drills tor that day 
on account of dlarrliooa. Had he been brutally 
bnateu In a tight with another cadet or had his 
throat been Injured In the manner claimed,!! 
would nave been Impossible lor him to have 
avoided the aick report. 


The reason given for his resignation was weak 


eyes. His rucord shows he was In the last section 
In mathematlos and the marks he received to 
the date of his resignation were deuelent. I be- 
lieve there n lies the real canseot his renlgna- 
tlon, and I tlilnk It most probable the stories of 
his alleged ill treatment arise from statements 
he has made In endeavoring to explnln to liln 
friends hla reasons tor leaving the Academy.

Pub- 
lic notice Is given to the boys who go there 
that they are expected to beat their way 
through the place as pugilists. 
They are 


liable to be "called out" to "personal en- 
counters" whenever any other cadet feels 
like it or whenever any number of cadets 
agree that n sense of "honor" or a love of 
sport demands it.

THANKSGIVING. 


DH. ALISOS'8 ADDHES8 AT THE 
UNION SER- 


VICES LAST TIIUB8DAY, 


Editor 
of 
the Gazette:—Prominent 


among the religious demonstrations on 
Thanksgiving Day in Bristol was the 
"union services" meeting held in the 
Methodist Church. 
Deep interest was 


shown by the large congregation in at- 
tendance; and besides the solemn devo- 
tional exercises, the inspiring music, the 
beautiful solo that charmed tbe ear, they 
had the pleasure of listening to a power- 
ful and edifying sermon delivered by Rev. 
Alexander Alison, D. D., of the Presbyter- 
ian Chuich. Rev. E. A. Rook made an 
impressive prayer befitting the day and 
tho occasion. 
Rev. A. A. Arthur spoke 


bnofly and happily of Thanksgiving Day 
und its significance, leferring to the sub- 
lime spectacle of a people bowing before- 
the Infinite in thanksgiving and praise. 


Dr. Alisoji chose foi his text the last 


clause of the 15th verse, chapter 28, Acts 
of the Apostles—Paul "thanked God, and 
took courage." 


The sermon was of the strenouus order, 


marked by zeal, groat force, vigor, and en- 
thusiasm, sometimes breaking out into 
sudden flushes of vehemence, fervor and 
lire, showing that tbe speaker was animated 
by pi ifound earnestness. Some things 
that bo said might have caused an easy- 
Coinf7 conservative to suspend his breath 
and take a new depatture in the seiious 
business of reflection. In all departments 
of life, especially where lefoims are con- 
ceincd, there must be pioneers in thought 
and action; and had the unflinching Doc- 
tor come over in the Mayflower, to which 
he so forcibly alluded, with its living 
fieight of worshippers, prophets, and na- 
tion builders, it is not likely that he would 
have been a silent member. 


I shall not attempt to give a full report 


of the sermon, and I am sure the Gazette 
would be reluctant to indulge me with the 
space which that would require. Let me 
simply gaftiei and present a few points, 
which may seem tame and weak sepaiated 
from tho eloquent delueiy, as \\ell as the 
energy and action of the speaker. 


Men may come and men may go, he 


said, but God lives on forever. Today, in 
tins thanksgiving service, the last that we 
shall participate in duiing the nineteenth 
centuiy, we thank God and take courage. 
The twentieth century will fur surpass the 
nineteenth in the unfolding of the great 
hopes and promises of oui forefathers. 


The chiet aim of the speaker was to 


show "what may be done for Bustol." 
Can wo help Biistol? he asked. 
Can we 


do good here? Yes; it is in our power to 
make Bristol what it should be. I trust 
wo will do our part here to put into prac- 
tice the gieal thoughts, the gieut ideas, 
tho splendid theories that have been 
taught us in the past. In the first place, 
look at the town as it now Is. 
Bristol is 


a goodly town. It is the largest town in 
the county of Bucks. We are the leading 
community in the county, a population of 
more than se^en thousand people. 
How 


are we gomg to make this population an 
excellent population; how make this large 
body of people what they should be? 


The Doctor disavowed the least sym- 


pathy with those who are always "talking 
the town down,'1 and he paid his respects 
in a decided manner to "those few politi- 
cal bosses who assume to run the town to 
suit their own selfish purposes, and to pro- 
mote their own peisonal interests." 
It 


has been said, he continued, that minis- 
ters of the gosp.pl should let poll tics alone, 
that their province was to preach the gos- 
pel, but he considered it the pulpit's duty 
to teach the people what they ought to 
do. It the mmisteis keep quiet, he said, 
the politicians can do just as they please, 
for they would then have no fear of criti- 
cism from them. In that case religion 
would suffer. 
It is Buffering now in Bris- 


tol, he emphatically dcclaiod, and it is 
going to the devil very fast because the 
ministers are silent. (A >oice—that's so.) 
We want to make Bristol better and gran- 
der, and fto can do an effective work with 
that encTin view. What Biistol needs, he 
declared, is a law and order society, and 
this should be brought into existence for 
the good of the town. 
He believed such a 


society would daunt the politicians, and 
be fruitful of wholesome results. 
He 


warmly gave the saloons the benefit of his, 
\igorous denunciation, but under our pres- 
ent license system he supposed we would 
tiave to endure them—a system which he 
condemned without softening his words. 
He advocated local option, and hoped the 
time would come when the people would 
be able to decide for themselves whether 
01 not there should be places licensed to 
sell intoxicating drinks. Even so good 
und just a judge as Judge Yerkes should 
not have to decide upon granting licenses. 
Let that question rest with the people, and 
he believed a sentiment could be created 
in many localities that would be adverse 
to the granting of licenses. He was verj 
pronounced m his attention to the thirty 
or forty "speak easies" that disgraced 
Bristol, and stated that he had the names 
and addresses of many of them in his 
pocket; and while we must tolerate the 
ligitimate trade because it-is legal, he 
declared with much spirit that we are not 
bound to have these hell holes here to car- 
ry on their iniquitous business. He wasted 
no compliments on those officials who per- 
mitted these to exist. He did not hesitate 
to cull the professional politicians, dema- 
gogues who winked algthese illegal sources 
of evil. Create a sentiment against them 
through organized effort, and even the 
politicians, he contended, would watch 
the growth of that sentiment and yield to 
its healthful influence. 
In order to help 


Bristol we must work along these lines, 
he said, adding, give us your prayers, your 
encouraging words, and your help in every 
possible way. The churches of this town, 
if they unite together, can do a great and 
good work, and they can surely win. 
In 


all LUIB discourse about the saloons and 
tbe liquor traffic, and especially tbe unli- 
censed traffic, illegally caried on, the Doc- 
tor showed that he was terribly in earnest. 


He spoke at length of what may be'done 


for Bristol commerc.ally. He dilated up- 
on tbe favorable location of the town on 
the banks of the beautiful Delaware, 
whose grandeur, he feared, the inhabitants 
failed fully to recognize; upon the facili- 
ties afforded by railroad and canal, and 
the advantages of being located between 
two great cities. First-class industries 
will come here under favorable circum- 
stances and add to the town's growth and 
development. The town, he said, is in 
tbe bands of the people, and its weal or 
woe rests with them. Let them be^alive 
and active, and they can make the town 
what it ought to be. Friends, keep up 
courage; have faith in yourselves. Though' 
I have been among you only a compara- 
tively short time, Wild might be subject 
to your criticism on that accont, yet, re- 
member, a stranger may see you better 
than you see yourselves. "A word to the 
wise is sufficient." 


He then spoke of education, its meaning 


and high importance, declaring its pro- 
vince to be to develop all the faculties God 
has given us. He had a good deal to say 
about boys that was pleasant and interest- 
ing; spoke of their natural smartness and 
shrewdness, their aptitude 
and native 


brightness, illustrating his point by a mus- 
ing anecdotes. 
He advocated not only 


the reading of the Bible in the schools but 
also its study, especially on account of Us 
classical and historical value. Two thous- 
and years of the world's annals would be 
blank, he said, if we bad not that book to 
go to for the etudy of ancient history. He 
considered every dollar spent in behalf of 
the education of our bays and girls- as 
wisely spent. He expressed his disapprov- 
al of denominational schools as not being 
in accord with the spirit of our institu- 
tions; and he favored'that kind of com- 
pulsory education which would >rlng all 
school children into the public schools. 
The Doctor advocated the introduction of 
music in our public schools as being every 
way desirable and as having a social val- 
ue, a refining influence, and ia various 
ways as being a source of true advantage 
as well as enjoyment. 
He took occasion 


to pay a pleasing compliment to our 
teachers and thought the schools should be 
brought to such a high standard as to se- 
cure to the pupils, especially in the Hiah 
School, tbe fullest benefits of advanced 
instruction, 


Other toriice were embraced in this not- 


able address, but as I said.in the begin- 
ning, it is only possible here to give the 
leading points. In conclusion the speaker 
said, let us get' closer together. We are 
fellow citizens and we should cultivate re- 
Bpect for each other, and we should help 
each other. You cannot expect the church 
to do much work if you do not hold up the 
miaistorfl. 
Give them your 
support. 


What I have said to you today I have said 
from the heart. If I have said anything 
amiss I ask you to forgive me. Let us re- 
alize that we are all citizens of a town that 
is very old, with memories to be cherished, 
memories of those who have gone before 
us, who sleep in tho old graveyards, who 
lived here and died here, who did their 
work according to their light foi the good 
of the town that was theii home. Let us 
[eel that we have the privilege and the op- 
portunity of working in a noble spint. and 
of sending down a worthy record to those 
who will come after us, so that Bristol may 
be spoken of, east and west, north and 
south, as a community that has done its 
full duty, that has been active in all right 
ways, working zealously in the interests 
of morality, of law and order, and in 
be" 


half of securing to the rising generation 
the blessings of education—a record that 
will deserve to be cherished in the hearts 
of a grateful people.

The Death of Oscar L. Booz. 


Oscar L. Booz, aged 21 years, son of 


Mr. and Mrs. William H. Booz, died at 
tiib home on Cedar street Monday morning 
at about one o'oclck of laryngitis. 
The 


deceased was born in Bristol and was a 
young man of exemplary habits and was 
beloved by all who knew him. 
He was a 


member of the Presbyterian Church and 
the funeral services were conducted there 
this afternoon, Dr. Alexander Alison, the 
pastor, officiating. 


While the young West Poinj Cadet died 


of throat consumption there is a division 
oT sentiment as to the causes which pro- 
duced the maladv. Members of tbe Booz 
family firmly believe that Oscar came to 
ais death as the result of almost inhuman 
treatment by classmates at West Point 
Military Academy. 
During his 
short 


caieer at the school the deceased was the 
victim of cruel and vicious treatment. 
Being a young man of quiet and peacef al 
habits he was forced into a fight with an 
academy bully and aeveiely pummeled. 
When Oscar broke from his companions 
tie was brought1 back and a flery liquid 
forced down his throat which buined the 
membrane and caused ulcers to appear. 
It was that raw and exposed condition of 
the thioat that causes the family to believe 
that tuberculosis was su^srinduced, and 
finally lesulted in death.' 


The authorities at West Point scoff at the 


idea of the disease resulting from hazing, 
and Colonel A. L. Mills, the superinten- 
dent declares the records will not bear out 
tbe charges that the Bristol c iidet was ser- 
iouly injured, but tbe young man's dispos- 
ition was of a Btoical nature, and his whole 
Bourse since resignation from the academy 
has been one of silence regarding what 
took place there. Even his 
intimate 


Eriends were kept in ignorance ol the tieat- 
ment undergone* 


Dr. Solis-Cohen, the eminent Philadel- 


phia throat specialist, under whose treat- 
ment the deceased was during the summer, 
declares^that while the disease of which 
lie died could not have been caused by 
tiazing, there were evidences of injury to 
the throat that might have been caused 
by it. 


While it is a mooted question whether 


death eventually resulted from thekbazing, 
it is a fact that Cadet Booz was put 
through a treatment that would cause most 
fathers, if they were present, to snoot the 
assailers on the spot. He was ridiculed be- 
:uus,e of his moral lectilude; was taunted 
and tantalized by reason of bis disinclina- 
tion to engaged in fisticuffs; he was finally 
;oadcd to desperation and forced to fight 
an unequal battle in which ho was greatly 
worsted, and forced to swallow a burning 
decoction; he v*us stripped of his clothing, 
taken fiom his room, ice water poured 
down his back and hot candle grease drip- 
ped on his bare feet. Indignites without 
number were beaped^jipon him, and all 
because his sense of duty, honor and re- 
finement would toot peimit him to be other 
than his true self.

THE OLD ENGRAVERS. 


THEIR ART IN THE WORKING OF 


STEEL PLATES A LOST ONE. 


RINGWORM. 


1«« Downfall W« Brought About by 


4ho Introduction and Perfection of 
Photography— The Work of Mnller 
and Hortrhen. 


Twenty-five or more years ago, when 


Art wag not spelled with a capital letter, 
no self respecting citizen would have ven- 
tured to Invite, bis fi lends into & "ptulor" 
not adorned with specimens of the alleg- 
ed art of more or less incompetent steel 
engravers. 
"Tbe Pilgiim's Progress," 


"The Guardian Angel," diminutive and 
Irritating children 
offeilu,.,' loaves of 


bread to preposterously grateful aud rag- 
ged "poor"— such \voiks of art MS these 
adorned the walls of 1)0 out of every 100 
bouses. It was depressing {ram an artis- 
tic poiut of view, but tbis feeble imita- 
tion testified to the supiemucy of tbe no- 
Me ait of Bteel engraving, of which the 
masters were an inspired few. The en- 
grayed atrocities have vanished from the 
walls, and along with them the truly 
beautiful specimens of the art 
have 


grown to be less and less highly 'prized, 
except by tbe connoisseur. Steel engrav- 
ing lias come to be one of tbe lost arts. 
In a few years all its followers will have 
passed awny", and the good engravings 
now extant will even more distinctly be- 
come merely interesting subjects .for the 
collector rather than for tbe admiration 
of the many. 


Steel engravers have not yet found 


their occupation gone entirely. The old 
men who once engraved pictures of ambi- 
tious size and scope now toil— such of 
them as ore left— over the details of 
bauk notes. It Is the one living broach of 
steel engraving, one worthy enough in Its 
way, for the work is beautiful, but one 
which will never win the admiration once 
showered on huge copies of great pic- 
tures. To the general public the figure 
rather than the design of a bank note Is 
of Importance, and few stop to note the 
delicacy of the lines, the grace of the 
composition, ail engraved, very likely, 
with loving care by some old man whose 
pride in his art- remains, although the 
glory of it has gone forever. 


This branch of engraving has reached 


a higher development in America than 
anywhere else. The delicacy of the work 
is sometimes extreme and gives an idea 
of tbe standing of tbe artist in the days 
when his skill was put to higher uses. 
The old men are growing fewer every 
year. For the special profession of bank- 
note engraving young men are^ being 
trained to take their places, but for the 
broader woik, as it used to be can led on, 
there will be no successors. The old en- 
gravers ate the last ot their ancient 
guild, and with them the art of steel en- 
graving as it relates to large pictures 
will die. 


But, narrow as is their field, it is Inter- 


esting to find that tbtsc old artists recog- 
nize one another's work by tbe minute 
details of the bank note or stock certifi- 
cate. 
Much of it is done by geometric 


la/be in the hands of apprentices, but the 
touch of tbe true artist is perceptible to 
his brother, just as it is possible to de- 
tect in a moment the style of a painter, 


There is always infinite pathos about 


the idea of the world's losing anything 
beautiful it once possessed. 
It does not 


matter whether or not there has come 
something to take its place — tbe sadness 
is there. As a matter of fact steel en- 
graving has passed away because some- 
thing as satisfactory and far cheaper 
has been discoveied. 
Photography is 


a good enough substitute for tbe Inferior 
work which was so familiar a quarter of 
a century ago. The rage for etching 
also helped to overthrow steel engrav- 
ing from its position of security, but the 
downfall was brought about chiefly by 
tbe invention of photography. The plates 
engraved by really good workers cost a 
large sum of money and an amount of 
time dispropottionate even to the high 
price. 
Muller spent six years in pet feet' 


ing his "Sistiue Madonna," aud tbe piice 
paid for it regarded bis time at a less 
rate than that of an ordinary dry goods 
clerk of today. 


Such works were, indeed, a labor of 


love, and to them there attached a senti- 
mental interest tbat can never cling 
around tbe photograph which has driven 
the engraving from the held. An ordina- 
ry photographer— that is, a man with no 
special artistic iuspiiation — cun produce 
the beautiful work which bangs in (be 
place of those once honored copies of 
jreat pictures. Of coffrse, steel engrav- 
ings are still bougbt and sold and still 
long in the houses of artistic people, but 
:hose who buy are iu tbe main collectors. 
The general public no longer looks at the 
old time favorites. To take up some vol- 
ume of a good art journal of 25 years ago 
and compare it with recent issues is to 
meet a foicible reminder of the way in 
which taste has changed. A quarter of a 
century ago the pages of sucb volumes 
were filled with steel engravings and 
nothing else, while now dashing color ef- 
'ects, daring "studies" in charcoal, fill 
iage after page. 
Tbe posltiou In the art world of the 
treat engravers is quite beyond dispute. 
I'bere is no question of whether or Lot 
here Is general iuteiest in their manner 
of work. 


The -value of their engravings Is fixed, 


and their service to tbe world is beyond 
question. Were it not for Morghen we 
night have had no idea of the beauty of 
jeonardo da Vinci's "Last Supper." The 
rue spirit of art has been nobly preset v- 
ed by such engravers and their followers, 
and there is about their work a cbaim 
which fashion cannot affect. 


But these works are too high priced for 
he public to know much of them, and ev- 
ery year will Increase their value. For 


n engraving, if it is to be perfect, must 
le printed at the tfme the plate is made. 
3opies made after many years are, from 
he point of view of the connoisseur, 
varthless. Again, many plates have been 
etouched by some clumsy hand and thus 
nined, or worse than ruined, since they 
till exist to give a false impression of 
he work of a true artist. The engrav- 
ngs for which art lovers seek must be 
hose made at the time of ttie making of 
be plate. Since there are no more en- 
ravers and the work of the masters is 
n the course of nature becoming more 
perishable with every year, one may ob- 
lin an idea of the value to tbe artist of 
hese tew great works.— New York Trib- 
ne.

This iifecose derives its name from the 


shape of the eruption, which is usually 
that of a more or lues irregular ring. It 
begins as^ a 
point, which gradually 


spreads into a circular patch, aud after 
this baa attained a certain size the cen- 
ter heals, thus forming a ring. 


The disease may occur anywhcrp on tbp 


body aud differs much in appearance, ac 
cording to its location. It is perhaps most 
common on the scalp, but occurs witl 
considerable frequency also on the faci 
and arms. When the disease is on th> 
bearded pnits of tbe face, it is calico 
barber's itch. 


Ringworm is an inflammation of the 


skin caused by the growth of a micro- 
scopic vegetable parasite. This plant, foi 
such it really Is, grows In the shape of 
jointed branching rods, which form long 
threads interlacing with each other just 
under thp outer layer-of the skin. Thp 
affection spreads iu the form of a ring, as 
just said, but when there are several of 
these rings dose to each other they inn 
together, so as to make an irregular 
patch with scalloped odgos. 


Except for the disfigurement, ringworm 


of the face or body seldom causes an.i 
discomfort, or at the most a Blight itch- 
ing. 
But when It is lucated in the arm- 


pits 01 groin it often ghes rise to con 
siderable paiii as well as to itching. 


But although riugnoiui on the face is 


generally a slight affair, it ought always 
to be cured as speedil} as possible, for it 
is em'nently contagious. 
A child with 


ringworm should be kept away 
from 


school, should sleep alone and should 
have special towels, soap and hairbrush, 
which the other childien in the family 
should under no circumstances be'allow- 
ed to use. 


The treatment is usually quite simple 


and effective, and consists in the applica- 
tion of some antiseptic lotion or salve. 
Sometimes, however, ringworm proves 
/difficult to cure and taxes the- skill and 
tries the patience of the physician to tbe 
utmost. 


Tbe main reason for curing it as speed- 


ily as possible is that otherwise It may 
spread to tbe scalp of the same or some 
other child. 
Then It becomes a much 


more serious matter, difficult to cure and 
often causing a loss of the hair. Here 
the offending plant does not grow on the 
surface only, but burrows down to the 
bottom of the hair follicle, where it is al- 
most impossible to get at it with any of 
the ordinary remedies without first pull- 
ing out each individual hair, a most te- 
dious and a painful process. 


When ringworm breaks out in a fam- 


ily the dog and the cat should be ex- 
amined, for it is believed by many that 
household pets are often the spreaders of 
tbir disease.—Youth's Companion. 


O'OONNEtL'S EARLY ROWS. 


A Couple of Sample! Tbat Ended In 


a Laughable Manner. 


Early in his career at the bar O'Oon- 


nell was counsel at the Kerry assizes in 
an action against a relative named Mr. 
Siggerson, and, having occasion to refer 
to that person in somewhat strong terms 
in his speech to the jury, Siggerson 
jumped up in court and called him "a 
purse proud blockhead." 


O'Connell said: "In tbe first place, I 


have got no purse to be proud of, audt 
secondly, if I be a blockhead, it is the 
better for you, as I am counsel against 
you. 
However, just to save you the 


trouble of saying so again, I'll administer 
a slight rebuke," whereupon he struck 
Siggerson soundly on the back with a 
cane which, the tipstaff accommodatingly 
lent him for thj purpose. 


That evening Siggerson sent him a 


challenge, but next morning he wrote 
stating he bad discovered that O'Con- 
nell's life was inserted in c very valuable 
lease of^a portion of his lands. "Under 
these circumstances," ho continued, "I 
cannot afford to sboot you unless, as a 
precautionary measure, you first Insure 
your life for my benefit. If you do, then 
heigh for powder and ball. 
I'm your 


man." 


The other case tad an ending almost as 


ludicrously absurd. It also arose out of 
a lawsuit and affords us yet another curi- 
ous glimpse of tbat arena—the Irish 
courts of law—in which O'Connell had at 
the time of which I write already won 
fame and fortune. In the August.of 1813 
O'Connell, appearing in a case tried at 
Limerick, interrupted his learned friend, 
Counselor Maurice Magrath, who was 
engaged on the other side, by exclaiming, 
"That's a lie, Maurice!" to which Ma- 
grath replied by flinging the volume of 
tbe statutes from which he was quoting 
at O'Oonneli's head and then kicking him 
on the shins. 


O'Connell sent a challenge, which of 


course Magrath accepted. A refusal to 
fight when challenged In those days led 
to one inevitable conclusion—that it was 
duo to cowardice. 
On the old windmill 


field outside the city—the scene of many 
an affair of honor—O'Connell, as be stood 
before his opponent awaiting tbe signal 
to fire, exclaimed with deep emotion, 
"Now I am going to fire at my dearest 
and best friend." The duel was stopped, 
and the seconds after a long discussion 
arrived at an amicable settlement. 
It 


was arranged tbat the two combatants 
should again face each other, loaded pis- 
tols In hand, aud eacb declare aloud his 
regret for what had occurred. After this 
somewhat comic episode O'Connell and 
Magrath warmly sbook bands amid the 
acclamation of those present and return- 
ed to Limerick in the same carriage.— 
Cornhill.
